•the time of the house was occupied to- 
day In considering the President's veto 
of the bill to pension Francis 
E. 


Hoover, a private in the Sixty-Fourth 
Ohio Volunteers infantry, and listening 
to a personal explanation from Air. 
Groavenor of Ohio, relative to a news- 
paper misrepresentation of his position 
on the subject of reciprocity, that the 
time for the debate on the Phillips com- 
mission bill was extended vmtil tomor- 
row at 4 o'clock. 


Kirkpatrick, itepublicau of Kansas, 


tben closed up the debate to pauaion 
Hoover, a private in Company I, Ohio 
Volunteers, at the 
rate of $50 per 


month, which was returned with the 
President's veto. Kirkpatrick moved 
that the bill ha passed over the veto and 
said if coni?re=B did not give him reliof 
he would EO to the poor honae. The 
committee could never aaaent to that as 
long as there was a dollar in the treas- 
ury, 


Erdman, Democrat of Pennsylvania, 


opposed the motion. Loud, Republican 
of California, also opposed the* motion, 
and Wood, Republican of Illinois, eup- 
ported it. 
During the debate the 


senate amendments to the fortifications 
appropriation bill were disagreed to and 
a caucus ordered. 


Bartlett, Democrat of New, York, in- 


dorsed the President's veto. Willis, 
Republican of Delaware, concluded the 
debate with a stirring ten-minute speech 
in criticism of the President'a course in 
vetoing private pension bills. The'roll 
was then called on the motion to pasa 
the bill over the veto and resulted 196 
to 47. 


At 2.50 p.m., under the special order 


adopted yesterday, the bouse proceeded 
to consider tbe bill' to authorize the 
President to appoint a non-partisan 
commission to collect information and 
consider and recommend legislation to 
meet the problems presented by labor, 
agriculture and capital, and Phillips, 
Republican of Pennsylvania, the chair- 
man of the labor committee, and author 
of the bill, addressed the house. 


Mr. Phillipe said in part: "Tb'ia bill 


calla attention to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of our government— the equality 
of men — and seeks a more equitabledJH- 
tribution of the burdens and benefits of 
onr free government. While it is not 
the function of the state to guarantee 
individual happiueas, it is Us function 
to guarantee each individual the right 
to pursue happiness, and so" fix their 
!awa that' one clans may not be com- 
pelled out of necessity to work solely 
for another class, regardless of tbeir 
personal comfort^, and improvement. 
This nation took^the most advanced 
stand in civilization, and therefore is 
the best prepared to meet the industrial 
issues of today by building on the 
.foundation it laid more than 100 years 
ago, by conforming law tc tbe principles 
of right, freedom and equality, and or- 
ganise our social and industrial system 
upon a more just and equitable basis 
than lias yet obtained in the world. 


The commisGica provided for by the 


bill, he continued, is designed to give an 
impartial hearing to those who com- 
plain of discriminating laws and un- 
equal burdens. It is expected that it 
will be composed of the ablest and beat 
of each claea named. The. tommieaion 
will bring into conference representative 
men of labor, agriculture and business, 
thus bringing the aggrieved and those 
against whom the grievance is made to- 
gether, whose duty will be to consider 
the disturbing causes and recommend 
laws looking toward a more just distri- 
bution ot the burdens and benefits of 
our free government. It is designed to 
be impartial, non partisan, seeking ex- 
act facta and conditions and to conform 
legislation to the foundation principles 
of our government; to place all men on 
an equal footing before the law. 


Philanthropy is one of the noblest 


traits of men, but it should be expended 
n teaching, in lifting up the race, in 
caring for disabled, the Buffering and 
the helpless; all that others require is 
.an equal chance in the race of life with 
none to hinder and none to handicap. 
They require justice and not charity. 


"Mr. Chairman, the rights of woman 


must be more fully recognized in the 
future than in the past. She is con- 
stantly entering new industrial fields 
and meeting tlieir requirements with 
fidelity and ability. Her advancement 
in intellectual and moral pursuits ia 
without a parallel in history. She is be- 
ginning to dominate all along the lines 
that lead to the betterment of the race. 
She has built and endowed more insti- 
tutions of benevolence, of charity for 
the relief of wa .t and Buffering in the 
past fifty years than was established by 
both sexes in all preceding time. Yet; 
notwithstanding all th,a, many of her 
sex, etill loval, are in swuat shops fiicht- 
ing an uneven battle for child find home 
with avarice a..ri greed.

upon civilization must be removed and 
woman's rights and influence be recog- 
nized in any future movement for the 
betterment of our industrial system." 


Hooker, Republican, of New York 


chairman of the committee on rivers 
anil harbors, then ask^d that the house 
agaiu fnrmaliy disagiee to the senate 
amendments to tbe rivsr and harbor ap- 
e'opriation bill. The house agreed to 


ooker'a motion to disagree, and the

after which general debate closed and 
tbe bill was read for amendment. Phil- 
lips moved an amendment to make the 
composition of the commission five rep* 
resentatives each of labor, agriculture, 
manufacturing and 
business.

amendment was pending when, at 5.10 
p.m., the house acfjourned.

WASHI.NGTOS, May '21,— The senate 


had an hour of much excitement with a 
report to obstructive tactica and several 
heated personal controversies at a late 
hour today. Tne early portion of the 
session hail been jjivfin to the rnntino ol 
agreeing on conference reports .in appro- 
priation bill=. At 5 o'clock Rntler, 
Populist of North Carolina, moved to 
take up his bill rjrohil>iting the further 
issue of inteM9t-l*?-:n? bonds. Hil 
immediately moved fin adjournment 
securing an aye and 
nay 
vote in 


order to gain time. The motion to ad 
journ was defeated, whereupon Ohan 
dler followed with a motion for an ei 
ecutlve session. Pettigrew aeked leav 
to offer a supplementary conference re- 
port on the Indian bill. The conaen 
being given, Uill immediately demandet 
the foil reading of the report. Thia wa 
an unexpected move for delay, as the rt> 
port was very voluminous. The prcaid 
Ing olficer. Faulkner of \Veat Virginia, 
in the chair, ruled that Hill's demam 
was regular and directed the clerk to 
proceed with the reading of the report. 
Senators Butler, Stewart and Allen in- 
terposed a chorus of protests.* Allen 
said he hoped the senate would not vio- 
late every decency and propriety by 
these obstructive tactics. 
" What right have you to the floor?" 


aeked Hill sharply, addressing Allen 
personally; then addressing himself to 
the chair Hill added, "He has no right 
to the floor." 


"I have too," responded Allen. "I 


have the right to speak and I propose to 
do eo." 


"Others have rights as well as you," 


replied Hill. The tone of the senator 
showed feeling, 


Allen proceeded, and said that the ob- 


itructiou was manifestly aimed at a 
Populistic measure. 


"I am glad it ia admitted to be a Pop- 


nliatic measure," interjected Hill. 


Butler interposed to state that the fili- 


juater would have been made against 
he bill whether urged by a Populist, 
democrat or Republican, because it pro- 
libited bonds. At this point a very 
icated colloquy occurred between Hill 
ind Allen. The latter had continued to 
lold the floor. 


A vote was about to be taken, when a 
narl of parliamentary obstruction was 
nterooaed. For an honr roll c&lla and 
calla of the senate obstructed business, 
, quorum disappearing on most votes. 
A privileged conference report on the 


verand harbor bill, not including the 
Jalifornia items, was presented and 
agreed to. 


Stewart) protested againat the obstruc- 


;ion. Gray moved to adjourn, but a 
standing again disclosed the absence of 
le quorum. Patter endeavored to effect 


a compromise by having a time fixed for 
a vote on tho bond proposition, but there 
was a chorus of objections. Stewart 
moved that the serjeant-at-arms be di- 
ected to request the presence of sona- 
ore.' The motion prevailed, and buai- 
less of the senate was suspended while 
he sergeant-at-arniB looked up the sen- 
tors. 
It was 6.15 p.m. when the suspension 
f. business occurred and the outlook 
was for a protracted 'struggle. Senators 
trolled about the chamber or repaired 
o tho cloak rooms. At 6.30 it was evi- 
ent that no action could be secured, as 
euators were slipping away from the 
mildinc and Butler, author of the pro- 
libitory bond bill, rose and stated that 
ie would not inconvenience senators 
uy longer tonight, but would continue 
be contest tomorrow noon. Mr. Stew- 
rt hurried to Mr. Butler's side and sug- 
gested that the motion be for a recess 
ntil tomorrow instead 01 an adjourn- 
lant. Mr. Butler moved a recess, but 
tie chair held that in the absence of 
qnorum no motion could be entertained 
xcept for adjournment. 
"Then 1 move to adjourn," eaid 


Butler, giving up the con teat for tonight, 
nd at B.So p.m. the senate adjourned.

Further, we 
favor tho system ot specific rather than 
advalorem dnties on imports."

Mike O'Brien, a 
arpenter, had bis hack broken and ia 
ying. S. L. liawkes, a carpenter, wad 
iadly bruised and cut about the body, 
ames Adams was bruised, cut and in- 
ured internally. Among the miflaing is 
lies Jennie Uritlm, the cashier of the 
ones barber shop, who is buried be- 
neath the ruins. 


Herman J. Schintzek, one of the bar- 


bers who escaped uninjured, said that 
s he wag rushing out of the shop he saw 
ho walls and debris fall in upon her. 


When the Western Union moved out 


f the Brown building, adecrepitstruct- 
ure of forty'years standing, contractors 
wore employed to remodel and recon- 
truct it. This they attempted to do by 
•unning braces under the floor joints, 
ield up by piers. The immediate cause 
f tho collapse was the removal of a part 
f the foundation walls. There were bnt 
ew tenants in the building. 
Another body, that of a man, was re- 
overed after several hours labor by the 
reman. His name is not known, 
'eter Straub, contractor, William Kuj>- 
tinger and F. W. Meyer, workman, who 
vere injured by falling bricks and beams, 
mve been taken out of the ruina. All of 
he barber's employes, except 
the 


woman cashier, have been accounted 
or. 
Tbe body of an unidentified workman 


Fas taken from tbe rains shortly before 
o'clock thin morning. The time book 
f Contractor Straub has been found 
md leads to the belief that there are at 
east four bodies in the wreck of the 
Jrown building yet. Tbe search will 
e kept up all night.

Mrs. Lou Ricker, William M.Van Horn 
manager of the Grand Central hotel an< 
eon of the late Mayor V. Van ilorn, waa 
arrested today and charged with the 
larceny of diamonds valued at $1QS5 aud

and Mrs. Kicker arrived in the city 
from San Francisco, whither they hai: 
shortly before gone from Olympia,Wash. 
In Washington, Prof. Ricker waa assist- 
ant state geologist, and it was on account 
of failing health that he left there. 
In this city they went to the Grand 
Central hotel, where they remained un- 
til last evening. 
As they were leaving, 


Van Horn demanded |1, which Prof. 
Ricker refused to pay, claiming it was 
an overcharge. Thereupon he eaya Van 
Born struck him in the face. 


The grips which Rieker were carry- 


ing fell to the floor and Van Horn Krab- 
t>ed one containing jewelry and money 
and started to run. Ricker seized him, 
ind he Bays Van Horn cried to some 
one on the street to "catch the grip," at 
the same time throwing it through the 
office door to an unknown man standing 
on the sidewalk. The grip fell to the 
ground, breaking open. The jewela and 
money rolled on the eiiiewa'k, but were 
quickly picked up by the unknown 
man, who disappeared with them. The 
ewelry consisted of diamond ear rings 
uitl three rings.

Hsuharged on the charge of disturbing 
he peace. Van Horn will be tried for 
listurhance tomorrow, lie was released 
m $2000 bund on the charge of grand 
arceny.

The Corliss amend- 
ment added to the- bill excludes aliens 
who come across the border year after 
rear to perform labor in the United 
5tatee with no intention of settling 
therein. It declareS'sll- labor contracts 
with aliens void and makes parties 
.hereto within the jurisdiction of the 
Jnited States punishable by a fine of 
;1000 or imprisonment not exceeding 
one year; makes it a misdemeanor for 
laturalized- citizens who have returned 
,o a foreign country to make the same 
lia ^homo to again, peform labor in the 
Jnited States; makes it a misdemeanor 
or any aliens to croes the bordnr for 
abor in the United States, except at a 
port of entry and imposes a tax of 50 
cents on each, immigrant. Those who 
mrticipated in the debate today were 
Ueeera Wilson,

liarolina, McCall, Republican of Massa- 
chusetts, Mahaney, Republican of New 
York, and Dauiord, Republican of Ohio.

Ha 
hen finished the writing which had 
busied him before hia wife went to 
leep. It consists of a letter in which 
10 stated that be had madea will which, 
by the way, had not been found this 
fternoon and directing an attorney to 
like temporary charge of his affairs. He 
flve no reason for bia deed, bnt ex- 
ilained that at thfi time of writing his 
wifa waa already dead ami that he him- 
elf was to die very soon. 
Having finished'his misgiven England 


undressed calmly, laid upon the bed be- 
ide the body of hie wife and pat a bul- 
et through hie heart. 


The couple came here from Little 


Rock, Ark., between five and six veare 
ago. England was ctouely related to €x- 
Govcrnor England of Arkansas. 


Several months ago Mr. England, who 


iad formerly been a bank president in

THE IUILHOAD COMFANY LOSES 


Delay auil Neglect t'ause the South 


era- Pacific to Forfeit Lands 


Granted by Cousress, 


Los ANGULCS, May 18.—Judge Rosa o 


'ihe United States circuit court hande 
down two important opinions today con- 
cerning the rigut o( the Southern. Pacific 
Kail road Company to lands under ita 
gram. The decision in each case was 
against the railroad. 


In the case of the railroad comp 


va, Otto (iroeck et al. Judge Roaa EUB- 
tains the plea interposed by the respond- 
ents to the amended b.li. The original 
bill showed upon ita face such laches on 
the part of the complainant as precluded 
it from thp recovery sought, and the de- 
murrer to it was sustained by the court. 
The n'ill was amended and aa now pre- 
sented it shows tbat, notwithstanding 
the grant under which the company 
elaiiud thB piece of land in controversy 
was made by coiixresa in 18t>6, and that 
the company, inside of the next eix 
months, located the general route of the 
road it was thus authorized to build, and 
filed a map with the secretary of the in- 
terior which was at once transmitted to' 
the commissioner of the general laud 
oQice, yet the company did not yet 
toward definitely locating that portion 
of its ro.-ui opposite the laud in contro- 
versy, prior to the year 1SSS, and never 
attempted to Baled the land in contro- 
versy until December 31, IfilH, for which 
long delay the bill aa amended affords 
no excuse. 


The disputed piece of land, which is 


within the indemnity limits of the grant, 
is opposite to that section of the com- 
plainant's road extending from Huron 
westerly to Alcalde. That portion of 
the road waa not constructed until 18SS 
and t lie company did not tile a patent in 
the general land oflice showing the deti- 
nita location of that portion of its road 
until April' 2, 1892, years after Otto- 
Groeek went upon the land, claiming 
the right of Eettlement, and had been 
allowed by Uie ollicera of the land de- 
partment to enter aud pay for it, and 
but little more than one year before the 
government issued to him ita patent 
therefor. 


The fact that tho company actually 


constructed its road before tiling with 
the commissioner of the general land 
omce a map showing Us definite location 
would seem to indicate quite clearly 
that the map of tho general route filed 
in 1807 was regarded as the map of defi- , 
nite location. It was the business of 
the company to fix definitely tho loca-! 
tion of ita road, and to indicate that line

virtue of a cougressional grant and ! 
brought this Bait to obtain a decree that 
the title conveyed by the patent ia held 
in trust for it, to compel the conveyance 
thereof to the complainant and to en- 
join the defendants from aaaerting any 
title to the lands. 


The grant under which the company 


claims is the act incorporating the 
Texas Pacific Railroad Company, dated 
March 3, 1871, aud authorizing the. 
company to construct a line of railroad 
from a puiiit at or near theTehechapi 
Paea, by way of LOB Angeles to the 
Texas Pacific Railroad at or near the 
Colorado river; with the same riches, 
grants and privileges, and subject to the 
same limitationa, restrictions aud con- 
ditions aa were granted by the preced- 
ing act of July 37,1858, which granted 
to the railroad company lauds to aid in 
the construction of the railroad from 
Missouri and Arkansas to tho'Pacific 
coast. 


It was a grant of every alternate sec- 


tion of public land, not mineral, desig- 
nated by odd numbers, to the amount 
of ten alternate sections per mile on, 
each side of the road the company was 
authorized to b'lild. 


The fatal Haw of the company's claim 


lies iu the fact that indemnity lands on 
one Bide of the road cannot be selected 
to make nood losaea sustained' by the 
company on the other side. For thia 
reason t'be bill is dismissed at the cost 
of the complainant,

The senator declared ii 


)*d the duty of congress to adopt joint 


resolutions of belligerency, which, un- 
ike the previous concurrent resolutions, 
would require the approval of the Presi- 
dent. 


Mr. Morgan in hia speech said tho 


proximity of the island to our shores, 
Mir commercial relations with the Cn 
ianfl, the American ownership of much 
iroperty there, the actual residence of 
nany Americana, etc., all combine to 
ompel in to examine into tho condi- 
iona existing iu Cuba, and to determine 
or ourselves whether u state of war or a 


of peace existed, lie spoke of the 


mpatience of the American people in 
witnessing the painful occurrences in 
uba, while our government measured 
tie losses by dollars aud the people sub- 
mitted claims for compensation for in- 
ividuiil lospea. A great civil conflict 
iad waged in Cuba since the fall of '94, 
is said, uud bad iucruaaed with startling 
latitude until 150,000 Spanish troopa 
-ere in the field. 


Yet upon a denial of these self-evident 


acts rests the position of Spain that the 
United States muat not recognize a con- 
dition of war aa existing. 


Mr. Morgan said the flagrant condi- 


tion existing might escape the attention 
of those in authority, yet it must shock 
the world that diplomatic fallacy per- 
mits the assertion that no war exists. 
The diplomatic fallacy is sustained by 
the claim that tbe Cubans have no forts, 
when me wise generalship of tbe Cu- 
bans kept them from concentrating in 
forts. It 
waa sustained alee- by the 


claim that the Cubans had no fleet and 
no seaports, when It was evident that 
these could be maintained only by a 
heavy artillery and equipments nut pos- 
sessed by the insurgents. 


Theee, said the senator, were the as- 


sertions of carpet knights and ehivalric 
warriors, but to aeiieible military lead- 
ers bent on gaining independence rather 
than a display of sentiment they were 
the climax ot absurdity. The senator 
declared theoffetiBes committed by those 
Americans now held at Havana were no 
more serious than smuggling. It waa 
tbe first duty of thia government to de- 
mand that tbe military trial of the pris- 
oners be set aBido. Until this was done 
no other or further negotiations should 
ba considered. Until set aside, declared 
Mr. Morgan, every day ia a day of na- 
tional humiliation to us as a people. 


After reviewing the course of the 


United States in the atrueglea for free 
institutions, the senator compared it 
with *tho search for "technical and 
frivoloua excuses" to debar from reme- 
dies against "anch tyrants as Weyler." 
He referred to the concluaive evidences 
of atrocities and the shooting of non- 
combatants. With war recognized aa 
dialing, the laws of war as applied by 
the law of nations would become appli- 
cable to onr citizens now serving in 
Cuba and would forbid Spain from treat- 
ing them as insurrectionists. Mr. Mor- 
gan eaid in conclusion: 
' "It ia, therefore, the proper course 
For congress to observe to send a joint 
resolution to the. president declaring 
that a state of public war exists in Onha, 
and that the parties engaged iu that war 
are belligerents, to each of whom the 
laws of nations equally apply, if Bach ia 
the opinion of congress. This 13 a duty 
of wise and sincere patriotism, although 
it may not be otherwise imperative for 
the reason, that euch a declaration ia not 
a legislative act and ia therefore required 
to be tent to the president for his ap- 
proval. 


"Congress can waive that question 


aud should not raise it in a matter that 
does not necessarily involve the status 
of the constitutional distribution of 
powers of our own government, whether 
it ia in a state of war or peace, but only 
concerns a duty we owe to our own peo- 
ple in determining for ourselves whether 
a state of war or a condition of peace ex- 
ist* iu Cuba. If the President, acting 
on the assumption that a declaration of 
the esiatence of war in Cuba, and a 
recognition of the rights of the parties 
engaged in that war aa belligerents, falls 
within his exclusive constitutional power 
in conducting diplomatic intercourse 
with foreign governments, should choose 
to ignore the existence of such a war, 
congress, after the almost unanimous 
expression of opinion on that subject, 
owes it to the honor of the body to de- 
volve the responsibility upon the Presi- 
dent. 


Under the circumstances some de- 


partment must become responsible to 
the people and to the judgment of man- 
kind of continuing to permit the false- 
hood to remain unrebnked that peace 
prevails iu Cuba and that war does not 
exist there. Whether it in congress or 
the President that denies tbe facts and 
repudiates the appeal to the sentiments 
of our people, and the honorable duty of 
onr people, and the honorable duty of 
our government, there will bo a great 
account to render in the end for the 
blood that patriots are shedding every 
hour in the cause of human liberty, 
that a wortl from congress or tho Presi 
dent would stop." 


At the close of Mr. Morgan's speech, 


the senate adopted, without division, 
tbe resolutions introduced 
by him, 


directing the committee on foreign re- 
lationa to inquire into and report on the 
treaty relations between the United 
States and Kpain relating to the 
Americana now under condemnation at 
Havana, also requesting the presence oi 
.he present diplomatic correspondence 
vith Spain on thia subject. The reao- 
utions have no reference to the recog- 
nition of belligerency, although th«y 
served -Mr. Morgan ao a text for hia 


peech on that lino.

Atihurn had money and came from a 
Ine old English home be had friends by 
the dozens. 


He and his nieces rented a furnished 


residence and many people called upon 
,hem. Auburn pa^id he meant to buy a 
ranch in Pomona valley, and real estate 
men took him for rides about the valley. 
Thursday last waa the dato fixed for the 
mruhase of a forty-a^re tract, prepara- 
,ory to building a • residence. Aubnrn 
took an unusual interest in Sunday 
school work, and only laat Sunday he 
went§down to speak to the colored 
Methodists on the beauties oi Christi- 
anity. 


On Monday evening Auburn and the 


E£ing girle pave a concert and character 
reading at Eessler'E hall for the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church building fund. 
The house was crowded, and the people 
;ave many extra dollars for the cause.

Maud King, whs aold the tickets at the 
door, eaid that e'le and Anburn were too 
weary and nervous to count over the 
cash and give it to the church trustees 
So the church officiala were invited to 
Auburn's house ou Third street at 1 
o'clock t'.e nest day.

She 
had heen in Fresno but a (e* days, how- 
ever, when Detei:iive Uody came down 
from San Francieco armed with a war- 
ranr char^im: tn:r with pr.md larceny, 
alleged to have heen committed in steal* 
ing a ling from her "husband," The 
detective placed Choy under arrest and 
took her back home

Cruuher. Mr. Walatr went to San

Returns From Last Year's Sales. 


The Saviug- iu Selling1 


and Packing. 


W. F. Forsey, G. W. Smith and other 


members of the co-operative packing 
firms have returned from a toar among 
the raiain districts of FresnOj Tulare and 
Kings counties, where they were at 
work in the interest of co-operation 
which they believe is the only remedy 
'or the bad state of the raisin business. 
[n Kiuga county they found that the co- 
operative companies are very active. 
Several companies are in bueineas there. 
Heretofore they have worked independ- 
ently of the Freeno county cooperative 
companies, but a movement IB now on 
foot to have Kings county orgaulze as a 
county and then join the Fresno selling 
association. Tulare will probably do 
the same. 


A co-operative company was organ- 


ized last week at Reedley, and meetings 
are now arranged for'the raisin growers 
of Dinuba, Traver, Orosi and the adja- 
:enty country. It IE the opinion of 
;ho?e who are working along those, lines 
that the co-operative companies this 
roar will pack twice as many raining as 
last year. 


The returns from last year's sales are 


now fairly well footed up. The resnlt 
will no doubt prove of interest to the 
erowers. The average returns to grow- 
ers for the whole 5000 tons packed by 
:he co-operative company, according to 
Mr. Forsey, was above lf.i cents per 
pound. The best crops realized almost 
2 cents in the sweatbox. and there are 
still one million pounds to be realized 
on. 


Besides the amount received by the 


growers the central organization will re- 
tarn to the growers two and a half per 
cent commission saved in selling, after 
paying salaries and expenses, and SO 
;t?nta per ton saved ou inspection charges. 
The actual cosi of inspection did not ex- 
ceed 5 centaperton. 


It is estimated by those who are 


familiar with every detail of tbe busi- 
ness, from the standpoint of the co- 
operative packers, that if the whole 
raisin crop were handled ou tbe co-oper- 
ative plan, tbe saving in packing and 
selling alone would put $265,0i:0 into the 
pockets of the growers.

Dr. Eshleman gave the church $'20C3 


cash. He loaned it also $7500 caeh, ou 
which there is due about three-years' 
interest, making over $9500 loan cred- 
ited so on the church books. He paid 
taxes and interest. He gave the pastor 
$5 a week and many other contributions 
we know of. They offer him now $40CD 
or the church property, providing he 
will pay the delinquent salary aud other 
debts amounting to about $-1000. Dr. 
Eshleman muf-t have the X ray if he 
can shadow $1 return ior some $13,000 
he has given and loaned the church.

ADAM. 


A Correspondent's Opinion of Roman 


Catholicism. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAS:—In looking over 


your issue of today I am pained to eee 
that our countryman, Adam Beaver, IB 
in a high fever of dissatisfaction at the 
remarks of Rev. S. M. Martin at tbe 
Advent-iflt church Sunday, the 10th inRt. 
It is amazing that Mr. .Beaver should

Mr. Beaver tella UH that "Protestant 


preachers of Rev. Martin's calibre have

As everyone knows, therfl are' two 


d.iesea of those who adheie to Roman 
Cat holism; there is the old set, poor, ig- 
norant, devoted, sincere and Bupersti- 
tious, born in Romanism and suckled, 
as we have heard them state, at Catho- 
lic mothers* breaata, lacking the liberty 
and the intellectual ability to thinkout- 
side of limits prescribed by the priest- 
hood; threatened with dire calamity if, 
:,hey dare chink for themEclvea. exercis- 
ing even unto this day faith in the su- 
perstitions HO ridiculous they would 
shame a Chinaman or a Congo negro. 
For example, faith in the ellicacy, the 
joteucy, of holy relics, preserved bones 
)f sainto, Anne, Bridget, Joseph, and 
others; tbe holy coat, ofTravea, by the 
exhibition of which the holy church 
derived a targe revenue from early times 
up to the year 1512 when she adopted 
;he more blasphemous and more lucra- 
tive, if less superstitious, Tetrel scheme 
of jelling people the right to sin, com- 
monly called "indulgence." 


The other class of Catholics are mod- 


ern-day Catholics, who very well see 
and understand the utter nonsense of 
all claims on trie part of Rome as to her 
religious character. They know that 
Rome ia in for policy and power—oelf- 
aggrandizemant- and for policv they 
stand in with her, for Rome will do any- 
thing for those who are faithful to her. 
She haa a limitless supply oi passports 
to glory for her Holmesea, her Pender- 
ists, her McNultys, etc. 
The modern Catholic knows, or at any 


rate calculates, tbat aoont the only 
qualification necessary to the realiza- 
tion of his ambition, political or .other- 
wise, is fealty to Rome. Mr. Beaver 
iella us that "Mgr. fiatolli was not sent 
by Rome to this country to meddle or 
interfere with the public school H, but to 
settle ecclesiaatical affairs of the Catho- 
.ic church." Accepting friend Reaver's 
tautological apology for Mgr. Satolli'e 
pres nee in this country, I Gttll wish to 
iek him in all fairness to tell as if he 
does not vet grasp the fact that this 
same ecclesiastical uidedling with our 
affairs and with the in&titutions of our 
country on the part of the Romish 
heirarchy ia one of the things which has 
made Romanism distasteful and almost 
intolerable to American, and haa really 
had much influence in bringing about 
the A.P.A. and eimilarorganizatiooa Jor 
thu preservation and protection of tlioda 
institutions?

Different 


Localities. 


A gentleman who is interested in the 


fruit businesB ami who has excellent 
sources of information, atatea that in 
eouie localities thi- froat did not Injure 
the fruit to any appreciable extent, 
while in other secLiouti the damage was 
great. The frost ap^cara to have been 
severe in patches, &ud it would be diffi- 
cult to explain the reuaori for it. For 
instance, the fruit t-rop will ba nearly 
full at Easton, and ftt Oleander, four or 
Qve miles dietant, the crop is li^ht. 


The same freaks teem to have been 


played by frost elsewhere. The large 
orchard of Roch & Hutch at Biigga is 
light. Tbe Page & Martin orchard in 
Tulare county haa plenty of pears, but 
the other fruit 16 light.

I foand that God'a 
noblemen are enrolled beneath either 
Btaud&rd. i met men of broad culture 
and high living, and when I chanced to 
ask them of their churchly creed, they 
told me that they were Roman Cathol- 
ica. Similarly, I met true and good 
men who were Protestants, and at laat I 
learned to know that Christianity ia not 
a thing of creed, hnt of living. I trnat 
that the time has coma in my life 
when I ask, not "What IB this man's 
religion?" more than I would aak 
"What is his politics?" but "In what 
manner does be live?" Or if the time 
is not yet here, I hope that it some day 
may arrive.

It is to be regretted that a copy o 


the proposed contract between the 
grower and this new corporation was 
not printed in connection with the ad 
dress. The contract nmat interpret the 
plan, Tho scheme cpnnot be nnderstoot 
without the contract. Promises on tbe 
part of o committee which hasnolega 
standing in connection with the cor 
poration except &9 set forth in each in 
dividual contract, may or may not be 
realized. 


This committee ia supposed to exer 


ciee certain powers in the marketing o 
raisins, and yet it does not receive rai 
sins or sell raisins or have anything 
whatever to do in the handling of rai 
Bins eo far as appears. It is not even a 
part of the corporation which does re 
ceive and market and have fall contrc 
oi tbe raisins. Hence tbe great import 
ance of the contract to interpret tli 
plan. 


There are many good things proposec 


in tbe plan, bnt we fail to discover 
single one that Is not no w either in oper 
ation or proposed to be put in operation 
a§ soon as possible by tbe co-operatives 
Xote tbe advantages proposed: 


First—"Uniform advance on raiaiu 


at a reasonable rate of interest, thus as 


ing financial assistance when re- 


quired." The co-operatives have done 
and will continue to do the sr.uifa. 


Second—"Uniformity in- packing am 


grading raisins." The co-operatives in 
troduced this plau and have it in sue 
cessful operation. 


Third—"Proper return for all raisins 


delivered at packing house, leas the 
actual, not estimated, waste in packing 
and stemming." The co-op_erativeahave 
never done otherwise. This ifl a neces- 
sity in their plan. 


Fourth—"Uniformity in packing and 


selling charges." Co-operation cannot 
bo run on other lines. We have it in 
excellent working order. 


Fifth—"Sale of raisins at.' California 


packing and shipping points for cash." 
And— 
Sixth—"Entire prohibition of con- 


ie actual urine in commlaiioni u 
lown by the boo« of the Packer** As- 


sociation for 1 Sift, we will have to «dd 
bout $1 per ton or |40,000 making a 
oUl aavine of $165,600. 


What ha* been done by theie eo-ojwr- 
tive houeeB last year «m be donw iu 
ny community of growers that can 
act forty cars or upwardt. Some o! 
ur houses labored under diudvantagea 
ast year. Thia ia especially true of tue 
•roaucere' Raisin Packing Company, 
rbere an unexpectedly Urge pack: waa 
slivered when the bouse was not pre- 
jared to receive and handle it. Tne 
ame thing will not occur aaain, aa they 
re AluiOet Joubltog th«ir capacity. 
The o'i'urej given above are not an 


exaggeration. They 
could be made 


tronger; they are EntTicient to show 
,vhy we could not join in the new cor- 
poration, since one of the conditiona ia 
hat co-operativea shall not increase 
;heir business. Tint ia to lay, if we 
oin ihie corporation, we agree as co- 
operatives to prevent you as growers 
rom packing your own raisins. You 
muat take your raifina to a cotnmieeion 
louse and pay their charges. We do 
noi feel that we have Uie rifiht to thus 
barter awavyour privilege to pack and 
sel! your own gooda at a saving of from 


to $5 per ton. 
In the committee's address it is stated 


that the crop of 1S95 will return to the 
jrower no more than 1*4 cents per 
pound. This id from the commisaion 
packers' standpoint and ia probably 
about right. Go-operativea will receive 
on an averace at least l.'j cents per 
pound. The difference of J5 per ton is 
very nearly accounted for in the savings 
aho'wn above. We claim no advantages 
in selling in the past, nor do wo grant 
any'to the comiuiesion packers. We 
have entered the same markets aud 
have been compelled to soil at the same 
price. We do claim this: That our 
system concentrates the eelliug and ship- 
ping to one house, and thus eliminates 
all competition in the cast. The com- 
mittee's plan concentrates the selling in 
one head here, but permits the distribu- 
tion in the east to go through the old 
channels. 
The identical same parties who have 


in the past crowded and jostled each 
other in the eastern markets will con- 
tinue to do tho same with your goods.

B.-gelow, aton 
iiue one of the most brilliant and bes 
known newspaper men of Ban Francisco 
died in tbat city yesterday of cancer a 
St. Luke's hospital. He bad been i 
poor health for a long time and of lat 
iid bnt little active newspaper work 
One of hia most notable achievement 
wag the securing of an interview wit 
i.he bandits, Evans and Sontag, at th 
time they were hidden in the mountain 
and were holding the officers of the lav 
at bay.

Deputy Dis 
trict Attorney Williams and Constabl 
Ben Dennis have been investigating the 
case since the coroner's inquest, when 
it was adjudged that the shooting was 
accidental. They think thera is ground 
for a trial of the defendant. According 
to the testimony of the Indians about 
tbe rancheria it appeare that tbe killing 
was willful. 


Jake's story was that he had been 


playing with the child aud was poking 
the gun at the little fellow for Inn, when 
it was discharged. A young squaw aaya 
that she bad just entered the dwelling 
when she heard the shot aud, that the 
boy had been several yards from Jake-, 
lie therefore could not' have poked the 
boy with the gun. 


The reason given by the Indiana for a 


desire on the part of Jake to kill the 
boy is a itrange one. .Taka'a nephew 
.WHB a half-breed, and tbifl it ia said was 
the cause of the killing. Half-breed In- 
dians seem to have an inclination to in- 
form the authorities regarding the sale 
of fire water. Half-breeds are therefore 
considered informers. Jake is still in 
jail, and a charge of murder will un- 
doubtedly be preferred against him. 


Constable Ben Dennis tells an inter- 


esting story of bow near be caiue to cap- 
turing Jim Haslio, tbe bad Indian who 
ia wanted for mnrder in Madera county. 
Tbe constable had the Indian located, 
and with the assistance of friends could 
eaaily have effected e capture. Dennis 
sent word to Sheriff Westfall in Madera 
requesting a warrant for Jlaelip's arrest. 
The constable says that the reply was to 
the effect that Madera county officers 
wanted both the ptory arid the reward 
in capturing Jim Haslip. lie therefore 
dropped the matter in disgust.

The 
officers started down the mountains 
with their man. Tbe Indian vowed tbat 
he was not the bad Jim Haslip. More- 
over, he became very .sick and couid 
proceed no further. The officers decided 
that he was not Jim Ilaelip and let him 
go.It was afterwardslearned that the offi- 
cers had captured the genuine Jim Has- 
lip aud that be had played aick to get 
away.

OPPOSITION TO THE NEW THUS- 


TEES ABANDONED. 


A Cliaiice That the Library May be 


Kept Open All 


Day. 


When the City Trustees on Monday 


,aat legislated a new set ot library 
;ruatee3 into office it ^£S not suspected 
that the old trustees, whose term es- 
lired laat November, would have any 
protest to raiee against such action. But . 
it soon began to be whispered that there 
would be something more than a pro- 
teat; in fact a direct legal challenge to 
the city trustees to vindicate their posi- 
tion. The objectors claimed that only 
two trustees—Spinney and Austin— 
actually voted, and that two is not a 
majority of a board composed of five 
members. Mayor Oraycroft and F, M. 
Chittenden were both absent from the 
meeting referred to, and Me Vey did not 
vote. 


Yeaterday a 
HeponucAX 
reporter 


learned on the best authority that the 
Contemplated contest has been aban- 
doned. That ia.to say the new library 
trustees will be permitted to meet, or- 
ganize and elect a new librarian if they 
see fit, without having to wait a month 
or more to be again elected. It is well 
understood that if the manner of the 
election of the new library trustees 
should be declared illegal, the aauie 
persona would bo elected by the Board 
of Oity Trustees, with a safe majority. 


The position of librarian is worth $75 


a month, having been recently advanced 
from $50. The present hours are qnite 
light, namely from 9 to 12 a.m. 2 to 5 
p m. and 7 to 9 p.m., or eight hours in 
all. On Sundays the library is only 
open for two hours in tho afternoon and 
then as to the reading room only. The 
libraries in other cities are open all day, 
or in fact continuously from 9 a.m. to 10 
p.m. • It ia thought that tho new trus- 
tees may see their way to make the 
library a far greater public convenience 
than it is at present. 


The efforts ot the outgoing"library 


traRtees have latterly 
added many 


valuable hooka to the library and the 
pioneer wort which bus been dune re- 
flects great credit on the retiring mem- 
bers. 


It is understood that there will be 


qnite a brisk competition for tbe posi- 
tion of librarian, which ia in the gift of 
the new board, and that in the existing 
hard times the salary offered ($75 per 
month) may eaaily enable both a librar- 
ian and assistant to be secured, so that 
the rooms can he opened continuously 
till 10 p. m. The hours from 12 to 2 
during which the rooms are now closed 
are those in which a large number of 
readers find theironly chance of chang- 
ing booka, and a representation to this 
effect is likely to be made when the new 
board meets.

Garrett was elected and now rejoices in 
the restoration of large possibilities of 
road poll tax, together with some pros- 
pect of relief in the, matter of indigent 
cases. 


In making the motion Garrett dwelt 


on the question of population, and waa 
supported by the votes of Letcher and 
Sayre. Wickerslmm did not vote.
